I ° am 
being photographed from every 
possible angle. A model. 


I am going through a whole 
process—they take blood from 
my veins, marrow from my 
bones, make a biopsy of my foot. 


_And to top it off, they have tied 


me down to the bed, with 
weights on my neck, to lift the 
pressure on my spine. I want to 
assure my friends, especially 
those who wrote me to keep 
my chin up; that the doctors 
have provided me with a special 
contraption. which not only 
keeps my ehin up, but my whele 
head Sind neck as well. .I be- 
lieve this will answer thé ques- 
tion, how do I feel. . . . 

You know, a fellow gets curi- 
ous sometimes. I must admit 
that curiosity has always been 
my weakness. I alwavs want to 
know’ why certain things tick 
and why others don’t. Don’t tell 
anybody, keep this a secret. 
While I was being wheeled from 
one. X-ray to another, I tried 


That really worried me—not so 


much -from the medical view- 


point (I leave that for the doc- 
tors to worry about)—what con- 
cerned me was the thought that 
if this double vision continues, 
I would have to see two Mc- 
Carrans! One McCarran is bad 
enough. . . .
